ADMIRALTY ORDERS FLEET 
BLOWN UP AS LAST RESORT 


Japanese Occupy Aushanshan, Driving 


Firing Is Again Heard From Port 
Arthur City, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 20.—The Em- 
peror has issued an ukase summoning 
to the colors all the reserve etisespe 
throughout the empire. 

The Official Messenger today announced 
the mobilization of the reserves in four 
districts of the Poltava government, two 
jn the Kursk government, two in tha Tver 
government, ‘ore in the Samara govern- 
ment, four in the Saratoff government, two 
in the Astrakhan government, one in the 
Ufa government, five in the Simbirsk gov- 
ernment, one in the Perm government, two 
in the St. Petersburg government, three in 
the Novgorod government, three in the 
Pskov government, one in the Volhynia 
government, seven in the Archangel gov- 
ernment and seven in the Olonetz govern- 
ment. 

The announcement was made by an of- 
ficial of the admiralty that tmperative in- 
structions had been forwarded to Vice- 
Admiral Prince Ouktomsky, in command 
of the fleet at Port Arthur, that under no 
conditions must he permit his warships to 
fall into the hands of the enemy. 

If defeat seems certain the vessels must* 
be wrecked by their own. crews, 

The instructions insisted that, should it 
be necessary to destroy the vessels, the 
wreckage shall be absolutely irreparable. 
It is the determination of the admiralty 
that the fleet nor any part of it shall fall 
into the hands of the Japanese. 


RUSSIANS ARE UNABLE 
TO OCCUPY RECAPTURED 
PORT ARTHUR FORT 


CHBEFOO, Aug. 20.—Firing at Port Arthur 
by big guns was heard diatinetly here to- 
night. 

Late advices from Port Arthur say that 
Palungchang, although retaken by the Rus- 
sians, has not been occupied by either side. 
The Russian batteries have contented 
themselves with preventing the Japanese 


from reoccupying this position and planting 
guns which would command the Russian 
warships in the harbor. 

Russian naval officers bBelleve that the 
Japanese battieship Mikasa was sunk in 
the engagement of Aug. WW. They declare 
that while the Japanese concentrated their 
fire on the Cesarevitch the Russians cen- 
tered theirs on the Mikasa, Admiral Tugo’s 
flagship. 

It was the Mikasa which the Retvizan at- 
tempted to ram during the fight. The Ret- 
vizan had been receiving a gruelling, and 
her captain suddenly gave an order to steer 
into the midst of the Japanese vessels and 
peas for the Mikasa. So fully surrounded 
was the Retvizan that at one time she was 
using every one of her guns. One Japanese 
shot rendered her turret unworkable, but 
repairs were made in ten minutes. 

The Russian warships which returned to 
Port Arthur declare that Admiral Withoft’s 
last order was to return to Port Arthur. 
Commercial business at Port Arthur is 
said to be at a complete standstill. The 
people are living tn bombproof houses. 

A belief on both sides of the contending 
forces that the other side is abusing the 
Red Cross has led to the feeling that that 
emblem is of little protection. The Rus- 
sian s assert that the Japanese use the flag 
to cover reconnoitering parties. Recently 
a Russian sharpshooter noticed a Japanese 
officér and a party of 13 ce be Ha a Red 
Cross flag. He reported that he believed 
the Japanese were shamming. 

The Russian officer in command gave the 
sharpshooter permission to fire on them. 
The sharpshooter killed or wounded all of 
them. As fast as one. dropped the Red 
Cross flag another one picked it up. It is 
a’so reported that the Japanese attempt 
to deceive the Russians into touching off 
their electric ground mines by driving cat- 
tle over them in the darkness. This ruse 
has, it is said, resulted merely In affording 
the besieged a fresh supply of beef. 

The Russians declare that Takushan Is 
doing the —_ but little godd, as they 
are frequent!v driven from that position 
by artillery fire.

Dr. Lightle, Charged With Conspiracy 
to Defraud Insurance Companies, 
Explains His Absence Through Fear 


of Prosecution for Robbing Grave. 


OVER TELEPHONE HE SAYS 
HE DID NOT KNOW RESULT 


Mother’s Home to Await Officers If 
He Was Wanted—Had Talked to 
His Wife. |

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 20.—Shortly 
after midnight today Dr. R. G. Lightle, who 
is wanted for conspiracy to defrauc several 
insurance companies and whose suppose:t 
death and the Jater developments caused 
amazement, the like of which has rarely 
been known in this state, arrived alone at 
Searcy, went to the home of his mother, 
which was unoccupied, the. family being 
away for the summer, crawled through a 
window and entered the house. 

A few minutes later this information was 
telephoned to Tittle Rock. 

The Post-Dispatch currespondent inimmedi- 
ately called up Dr. Lightle at Searcy. He 
answered the phone mstautly. in repiy to 
a’ question he gaid: 

“Yes this is Dr. R. G. Lightle,”’ 

Hie was asked where he had been and 
his motives for leaving and replied: “The | 
night the barn was burned I had a corpse 


the barn set on fire and 
immediately left, knowing that the flames 
would attract attention and that there 
was a serious penalty attached to the rob- 
bing of a grave.”’ 

He was asked about the corpse, who it 
was and replied: ‘Well, that’s pretty 
generally known.”’ 

“Was it Ed Pett’s body? 


Did Not Hear 
of Supposed Death. 


“That's what they say,”’. he answered 
immediately. Resuming his story, he said. 
“After leaving Searcy I went to South 
Carolina and from there to Georgia. I 
did not communicate with my wife until 
recently. I did not know they suspected 
I was dead or I would certainly have done 
so. I was simply afraid to return, think- 
ing that I would be arrested for grave 
robbery. After leaving Georgia, I went to 
Memphis and spent a few days there. It 
was in Memphis that I learned for the 
first time what a mess the whole thing 
was in. I immediately decided to return. 
I did not know that the insurance had 
been paid until a few days ago, and know 
nothing about the stories attached to the 
payment of part of the insurance money 
to any man or men. 

“I talked to my wife just now for the 
first time since I left Searcy. She ex- 
plained some things to me, but I am still 
in the dark as to all that has happened 
since I left.’’ 

In replying to a question, he said: “No, 
I came back voluntarily. I have not seen 
the sheriff of White County nor come in 
contact with any other officers who might 


be working on the case. It was my in- 
tention to surrender myself to the sheriff 
of White County or his deputy at once.’ 


Tuture Action 
Is in Douht. 


Dr. Lightle's sudden appearance § in 
Searcy adds another and Startling feature 
to a story which has been the sole topic 
of conversation there for the past ten days. 
It will set at rest many theories and wild 
rumors and lead up to a number of in- 
teresting developments. 

Just what action will be taken by the 
insurance companies now that Dr. Lightle 
has voluntarily returned is problematical. 
The important feature now is the desecra- 
tion of Pett’s grave. It will be on this 
charge that the authorities of 
County will doubtless take action. 

Mrs. Petts, wife of the man whose body 
was burned in the Lightle barn, says sh: 
hopes the authorities will take action. She 
and her entire family are bitter in their 
resentment, and k is probable that they 
will insist on prosecution.

The Utah and Illinols buildings suffered 
the most damage of any of the structures 
upon the grounds. The full force of the 
storm struck the Utah bullding, and the 
windows upon the south side were blown 
in, admitting water which ruined many of 
the appointments.

TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE 
POLES AND WIRES DOWN. 


The telephone and telegraph companies 
sustained great damage in the storm, poles 


and wires being blown down, seriously 
crippling the operation of the systems in 
that district, many phones being practical- 
ly useless all night, though rearly all were 
in working order late this morning. Fifty 
poles of the Bell Telephone Co. were blown 
down, snapping wires and cables. Only a 
few poies of the Kinloch company were 
torn down, and that service was in com- 
paratively good order after the storm. 

The Western Union Telegraph Co. suf- 
fered much damage on the East Side, but 
escaped in St. Louis, for the reason that 
the most of the wires cross the river at 
Eads bridge, which was below the storm 
district.

MUST BE REBUTTED 


Artist Who Modeled Roosevelt Ahorse 
for North Dakota Exhibit Sues 
for Payment. 


THE COMMISSION WON’T PAY 


Contends Statue Was a Dried-Up Cari- 
cature and Had to Be 
Thrown Away. 


Frederick Schmol, who made the first of 
the butter equestrian statues of President 
Roosevelt, exhibited in a refrigerator in 
the North Dakota section at the Agricul- 
tural building, has begun in Justice O’Hal- 
loran’s court a suit for $875 which he al- 
leges to be due him from the North Da- 
kota Fair commission. 

The suit is directed against Lieutenant- 
Governor David Bartlett, chief of the 
North Dakota Fair commission. 

Schmo!] alleges in his petition that he 
Was; engaged to make the butter figure 
July 1, and that Bartlett contracted to pay 
Of this sum $100 was paid in 
advance. Schmo!l says he has since been 
unable to collect the balance of the bill 
or any part of it. 

The butter statue showed the President 
in the saddle. It was three-quarters size, 
and was made of plaster of paris, with an 
inch of butter outside. 

Within the last few days it has been 
thrown away and repiaced by another but- 
ter statue of the President made by C. F. 
Froelich. The North Dakota peop!e who 
have conducted the negotiations with 
Schmol say that the bill has not been paid 
because the work was not according to 
contract. 

They aver that Schmol came to them 
with photographs of butter statues he said 
he had made. The Fair commissioners 
liked the idea and the work and they con- 
tracted for one of the figures. But they 
say that when Schmol’s was set up it was 
ridiculed by the people and even ordered 
removed by the Ex ition authorities 
upon the. ground that it was too poor to 
be given a place at the Fair. The com- 
missioners say that the President was not 
pictured as a plump man of no small pro-

WHEN MAN DIED 


Search for Big Fortune in New York 
Recalls Death of Oil Mag- 
nate Brown. 


BROTHER TALKS OF MYSTERY 


Stenographer, at Whose House He 
Died, Has Half Million—His 
Widow Has Nothing. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Search of the va- 
rious safe deposit vaults in this city has 
been begun for the missing fortune of the 
late Mayor J. O. Brown of Pittsburg. This 
fortune is estimated at anywhere’ from 
$3,000,000 to $10,000,000. Brown on March 1 
last died at the home of his stenographer, 
‘Miss Nettie McLean, in Pittsburg, from the 
effects of poison. With his death disap- 
peared almost all of his vast fortune. 

Believing that much of the money is in 
some deposit vault in this city, J. R. 
Brown, a brother of the poison vicim, who 
is a lawyer from Dodge, Neb., has come 
here to make a search for the money. 

Typewritten letters setting forth the dis- 
appearance of his brother's money and pa- 
pers have been mailed to all large deposit 
vaults in this city, Philadelphia, Newark, 
Jersey City and other large cities of the 
East. 

Before coming to New York, Mr. Brown 
visited the legal headquarters of Rockefel- 
ler’s Standard Oil Co., which is stiil main- 
tained at Oil City, and secured from the so- 
licitor of the company, under that official's 
signature, a statement of his brothers 
holdings in oil lands at Parkersburg, Sis- 
tersville and St. Mary’s, W. Va. 

Joseph C. Trees of Pittsburg, business 
associate of Mayor Brown, says that one 
oll well in which they were equally inter- 
ested had netted Mr. Brown over $700,000, 
and that his holdings of reai estate, ounas 
and eocuritige would aggregate over $1,: 


Mr. Brown obtained a statement from the 
clerk of the county in West Virginia in 
which the old property is situated, showing 
that several days after the death of his 
brother, deeds were filed transferring the 
oil property to Miss McLean, the stenog- 
rapher, at whose home Brown died, for 
the consideration of $1 In each case. 

“Although Miss Nettie McLean is easily 
worth $600,000," said Mr. Brown, in com- 
menting upon the disappearance of his 
brother's property, ‘‘his Gooding this much 
to her would not account for all my broth- 
er’s money. 

‘“‘Miss McLean said, when questioned as 
to how she had saved so much money, 
that she saved the $75 a month my brother 
paid her and used it in speculation. The 
oil property, she said, was deedto her for 
money she had advanced my brother In 
his enterprise. 

“Up to date all the property that the 
legal wife has been able to find is a lit- 
tle less than $2000 deposited in three banks, 
88 shares of stock in the Colonial Trust 
Bank of Pittsburg, on which he had bor- 
rowed $30,000, and one piece of city prop- 
erty valued at $16,000. All told, the money 
will just pay his debts. 

“Miss McLean is admitted to be worth 
much over a half million dollars, and all 
of her relatives are said to be quite 
wealthy.”’

$9,000,000 WANTED 
OR IMPROVEMENTS} 


Mayor Wells’ Measure Containing 
Plans for Bond Issue Submitted 
to House of Delegates. 


A measure drawn by Mayor Wells, the 
comptroller and city counselor has been 
presented to the House of Delegates, pro- 
viding for the issuance of bonds to the 
amount of $9,000,000 for extensive munici- 
pal improvements. The plan, which must 
have the indorsement of two-thirds of the 
voters of the city before it can be carried 
cut, is on a larger scale than any municl- 
pal construction work ever before contem- 
plated in this city. 

Two plans are under consideration. One 
is the grouping about the new city hall of 
a number of buildings for the courts, fire 
department headquarters, police headquar- 
ters and the executive offices of the city 


government. A building about the size of 
the new city hall, which it is proposed to 
place symmetricaily with it east or west, 
is planned. This bullding, it is stated, 
would house the city offices, which are 
now scattered in all parts of the city. 

Another plan which meets with favor 
upon the part of city officers provides for 
the construction of a parkway extending 
trom Olive street to Clark avenue between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets. Of this 
district it is the plan to have municipal 
the Clark avenue ex- 
tremity, the city hall square and the block 
now bounded by Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets and Clark avenue and Market 
street. The estimated cost of the real 
estate to carry out this pian is $2,671,308.

patronage to elect delegates committed to the President's retention for a second 
term, and to the graver danger indicated in Judge Parker's speech of acceptance 
—the temptation of the President to ‘‘consider what the effect of action taken by 
him in an administrative matter of great importance might have upon his politl- 


cal fortunes.”’ 


These and other closely-related reaSons supply a strong argument for a single 
term of the President. ,But in the World's view the change should be made in the 
cénstitution, rather than on the iniative of a presidential candidate, and should ex- 
tend the terms to six years, alike to sécure the greater stability in the government 
desired by business interests and to give the single-term President a full and fair op- 
portunity to carry out with perfect independence his party's policies as approved by

PENNSYLVAMIANS 


Gov. Pennypacker and Large Dele- 
gation of Visitors Celebrate at 
the World’s Fair. 


ESCORTED BY THE CITY TROOP 


Grandson of the Distinguished “Mad 
Anthony” Took Part in the 
Ceremonies. 


Gov. Yennypacker and his staff and the 
mombers of the Pennsylvania delegation of 
over one hundred persons were escorted to 
the World's Fair this morning by the Phil- 
adeiphia city troyp to honor the memory 
of Gen. “Mad Anthony’’ Wayne, the pa- 
rade starting from the Jefferson Hotel at 
9 o'clock and proceeding to the Exposition 
by way of Olive street and Lindell boule- 
vard, At the Administration bullding the 
governor and his party were met and wel- 
comed by President Francis. 

The Philadelphia city troop, which ts act- 
ing as escort to the governor while he js in 
St. Louls, is composed of 100 men under 


command of Capt. J. C. Groome, and is 
said to be the best-dressed military’ body 
in the United States. The uniforms of the 
men cost $300 each. 

The organization is composed exclusively 
of men of wealth. Each man furnishes his 
own horse and equipment. The uniforms 
of the men consist of a silver helmet, white 
plume, a black broadcloth coat with silver 
facings, white doeskin trousers with gold 
braid, black patent leather half-hip boots 
and ailver- mounted spurs. 

The troop was organized in Revolutionary 
days and has been active every since, It 
has marched in the perade at every presi- 
dential inauguration and volunteered for 
the war with Spain. seeing active service 
in Cuba and Porto Rico. 

In the exercises at the Pennsylvania 
building addresses were made by President 
Francis of the World's Fair, John Weaver, 
mayor of Philadelphia, James H. Lambert, 
mayor of Pittsburg, and Gov. Penny- 
packer. 

The Pennsylvania poety arrived in St. 
Louls late iday afternoon on a special! 
train, and all went immediately to the Jef- 
ferson Hotel. In the party are Gov. Penny- 
packer and family, the members of the 
Supreme court of Pennsylvania, a number 
of state officials and: other prominent 
people of the state. All came especially to 
particinate in the exercises of Pennsyl- 
vania Day at the Fair today. 

Among the soeenepemee members of the 
party is William ¢ ayne. a grandson of 
‘Mad Anthony” Wayne. Today. Pennsyl- 
vania Day at the Fair. is the one hundred 
and tenth anniversary of Gen. Wayne's 
victory over the Northwestern Indian 
tribes in the battle of Fallen Timbers on 
the Maumee river. This victory is con- 
sidered one of the decisive ones of the con- 
quest of the territory west of the Alleewheny 
mountains of the whites for the possession 
of the country. and made possible the 
acquisition of the Louisiana territory nine 
years later.
